There are far better men than Grant 
and Blaine in the Republican ranks, 
men whose political record is spotless, 
whose ability is undoubted, and, 
whose fitness for the Presidency 1s 
unquestionable. Senator Edmunds of 
Vermont is one of these, His integ- 

“rity has never been / impeached, his 
political experience is considerable, 
his record good. He has brains, edu- 
cation, good sense, honesty and pa- 
triotism. He is an orator, a man of 
talent, taste and culture, He would 
adorn the ottice of President, . 

It is not unlikely that the fight be- 
tween the Blaine and the Grant fac- 
tions will result in a compromise, and 
that some unobjectionable man like 
Edmunds may receive the nomination 
at Chicago. This is one reason why 
delegates should be sent there unin- 
structed. Let us at least keep up the 
appearance of having a deliberative 
body in the National Convention. The 
more of a machine we make it, the 
less respectable do our political in- 
stitutions appear.

The San Francisco Post of April 
29th publishes the following card from 
I. M. Kalloch : 

Editor Post: Ihave nota word to 
say about the facts or merits of my 
case. J wish it to be tried in the or- 
dinary way. Fair play, especially to- 
ward a man charged with murder, is 
supposed to be characteristic of Amer- 
can communities; but I expect no fair 
play on or before my trial if the fast 
men and corrupt detectives who sur- 
round the Chronicle office and assume 
to run this city can prevent, it. It is 
infamous that public officers, who are 
paid by a community, should work il- 
legitimately for private individuals 
and convert what ought to be honora- 
ble prosecution into malignant perse- 
cution. The drivel published in the 
Chronicle of last Sunday shows how 
some of our detectives will invade 
private houses, and try to frighten ig- 
norant people. As for the arrest of 
Clemetshaw, I have this to say: I do 
not know¢the man, and [ make no 
statement as to my version of what 
transpired. I do not say whether his 
testithomy was correct or incorrect; 
but I do declare that he had no mo- 
tive, so far as I can see, to conctéal or 
pervert the truth, and that there is 
nothing in his evidence to indicate 
perjury. It looks to me asif his ar- 
rest is intended by the Chronicle and 
the detectives to warn the citizens 
of San Francisco that they must 
not testify to any faets that would 
even tend toward my exculpation.

People complain of the abuse of the 
freedom of the press in this country.

THE IMPEACHMENT OF KALLOCH, 


The Judigiary Committee of the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
have.recommended the impeachment 
of Mayor Kalloch. Their report to 
waning 2% is lengthy, showing the na-

Kalloch, in his capacity of a public 
officer. They find that he has by in- 
cendiary speeches given aid and en- 
couragement to the viciow8 and law- 
less element in the community; that

souri, Kansas and Texas, the Union

The Pubiic says: 

The developments began with the 
sale of 100,000 shares of the Union 
Pacific stock at about 75, in February, 
1879. Thereby Mr. Gould realized 
about $7,500,000, while retaining stock 
worth nearly as much more, and 
enough with that held by friends to 
*nsure his control of the road. With- 
in a fortuight thereafter the purchase 
of the Kansas Pacific by the Union 
Pacific pool was announced. The 
stock had been selling for 12. anda 
majority interest might have cus 
$600,000. The stock imwediately 
rose to 22, in April to 60, and in No- 
vember to 92, when the profits on the 
investment re about $4,000,000. 
April 22 the Wabach road passed inte 
the bands of the Union Pacific party. 
Its stock had been selling at 18, and 
two-thirds of it eould have been 
bought for $1,000,000, Before the 
end of that month it sold at 34%, in 
May for 895g and in November for 
6244. About the time the Waba-h 
was secured, it was discovered that 
Mr. Gould bad been privately buying 
large blocks of the St. Leuis, Kansas 
City & Northern stock, then selling at 
7% for the common and 380 for the 
preferred. Both doubled in price 
soon, and prior to consolidation were 
worth 47 forthe common and 72 fer 
the preferred. Here were profits ou a 
majority of both stocks amounting to 
$4,800,000, but why should any hold- 
er have sold,when he could casily bor- 
row on’ his stock more than twice its 
cost? Thus far, only $3,850,000 had 
sufficed to purchase the contrel ot the 
three roads from Denver to Toledo— 
about half the sum received for the 
Union Pacific stock—but the visible 
profits have been about $11,000,000. 


THE EDITORIAL CONVENTION. 


There is no reason why the editorial 
fraternity of this coast should not es- 
tablish a useful and agreeable society, 
the same as exists in many Eastero 
States. There is much to be learned 
by a free interchange of ideas, and 
there is much to yain by combination. 
A body of 200 men as intelligent as 
the average Pacific coast reporter or 
editur, meeting once a year, could 
not fail to bring eut and disseminate 
a great deal of information of value to 
the public as well as to the members. 
Much good to proprietors would be 
gained by combining against the im- 
position of advertising agents, and we 
understand that this point is to re- 
ceive attention at the next meeting. 
The Pacific Coast Press Association 
has not received the encouragement 
accorded to similar institutions in 
other portions of the Union. It has 
not drawn to it the best material either 
in the cities or the country. One rea- 
son is, the newspapers here are run on 
a business basis almost entirely, and 
the jealousies and strifes prevent 
pleasant social intercourse almost en- 
tirely.

Quite a number of 
the higher class of city journalists and 
some new ones from the country, have 
signified their intention of being pres- 
ent. A very little effort on the part 
of editors would put this association 
on a solid basis and secure splendid 
results, not the least of which would 
be the renewal of vigor and health

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RAILWAY CARS ABROAD. 


A mutder, for the purpose of rob- 


bery, has just been perpetrated on an’ ; 
jexpress trainin France. 


The victim 
was a railway contractor. _ Many 
crimes have been committed in Brit 
ish and Contioental railway carriages. 
The cars used are entirely different 
from those running over American 
roads, There each car is divided into 
a number of compartments. The 
compartments have no communication 
with each other, and are entered by 
doors in the sides of the car. Each 
compartment has two seats, facing 
each other, holds about ten passen- 
ers, and has two doors, one on each 


| side of the car. The douwrs are locked 


by the conductor, or “guard” as hejis 
called in England, before the train 
starts. It often happens that a pass- 
efger may travel somé distance the 
only occupant of a compartment. 
When two men are thus locked in to- 
gether the opportunity for robbery or 
murder is good, as there can be no 
communication with any one until the 
next station is reached, The. bell- 
rupe is the only safe-guard a passen- 
ger has in such a situation. 

There are mapy inconveniences of 
the compartment. ssstem, and in for- 
eign countries the American plan is 
likely to entirely supersede it in time 
The murder above referred to will do 
much to bring about a change in 
France.

Attempted Murder and Suicide.

A cow that is milked three timesa 
day will give more milk and yield 
more cream than one that is milked at 
intervals of twelve hours. When the 
udder is filled, a process of absorption 
goes on, and part of the milk is lost. 
[t will pay to take the milk from copi- 
ous milkers at intervals of eight hours, 
as nearly as possible. A cow that is 
milked at 5 o’clock in, the morning, I 
o'clock in the afternoon, and 5 o’clock 
that night, will yield from 10 to 20 
per cent. more milk and more creanh 
than if milked twice a day.

in the evening several ladies and gen- 
tlemen—among them the father and 
sister of the doomed young man—as- 
sembled in the sheriffs office, where 
religious services were held. The 
prisoner, whose limbs were shackled 
with heavy irons, was conducted from 
his cell by the sheriff and took a_ seat 
between his father and sister.

' All thre communicants cordially shook 
hands with Hymer, who retirg to his 
cell in a,happy frame of min The 
sheriff says he passed a quiet night 
and seemed to sleep peacefully. Just 
before he was taken to the scaffold he 
penned the following dying state- 
ment in a clear hand, which betrayed 
no symptoms of nervousness. 


THE DYING STATEMENT. 


“Friends: I am now standing on the 
verge of eternity. Asadying state- 
ment, permit me to say that though I 
was never yet made perfectly con-, 
scious of the fact that lam guilty of 


murder, in the strictest sense of the 
term, yet am perfectly willing to 
confess that in the deed I have com- 
mitted, and iv every false step of life, 
I have violated so far the ordinances 
of God and man as to be willing to 
expiate them all by the sacrifice of my 
life The more subtle qualities and 
attributes of justice in its absolute 
sense are known only to the Supreme 
mind himself, and therefore in the 

hand of One ‘stronger than man to 
love, wiser than man to judge, and 
mightier than man to save, I com- 
mend my whole cause, and bidding 
‘you, one and all, farewell, and asking 
your prayers in my behalf for a better 
future, let my sad fate serye at least 
as an example for all wayward and 

non-law-abiding youths. Into thy 
hands; Oh God, I commend myself and 
all I am, for Jesus Christ’s sake. 
Amen.”

Sudden Sinking of a Wooded Field—A 
Lake,400 Feet Long Takes ite Place.

CuaTTanooGaA, TENN., April 21,— 
The people residing in the vicinity 
of Lakeview, a small village eight 
milés from Chattanooga, ove mile 
from Lookout, on the line of the C; S. 
R., are greatly excited over a phenom- 
enon which happened near that place 
a few days ago. The ground in a lev- 
el field near the town has suddenly 
given away, aad there is now formed 
a deep lake, 400 feet in length, and 
175 feet in width, 1n the shape of a 
figure 8. The place was covered with 
trees fronr 75 to 100 feet in height. 
Their tops are pow 25 feet from the 
surface of the ground. en the 
ground caved in it was followed by a 
rumbling noise, which was heard for 
miles. A few hours afterward some 
persons were passing and they noticed 
that water was gradually rising in the 
deep sink. It was then 100 feet to 
the water, and the trees and vegetation 
were standing deep under the ground, 
just as they had formerly stood, 

It seems as if the ground had been 
carefully cut and then sunk, for the 
sides are perfectly perpendicular. Evi- 
dently there is an extensive cave under 
the place, and the ground, rendered 
heavy by the recent -rains, overcame 
the resistance and caved in. The 
water is slowly rising, and has already 
nearly reached the edge. It is as clear 
as crystal. There is no surface com- 
munication at all-with either creek or 
river. There must bean underground 


cave, which has at last found an. out- 
let. There are other deep impressions 
near at hand, which evidently caved 
in years ago. The farmers gaze on 
the bottomless pit so lately formed 
with updisguised fear, and seem to 
apprebend a caviog-in of the whole 
locality. They will give that vicinity 
a wide berth io future.

I 
wish to be known as grandfather to 
one of them, and wish that you would 
carry out my desire in this respect and 
not disappoint me. I desire Chow 
He, my wife, to protect and assist you, 
and when you both are dead she may 
marry if she wishes. If these instruc- 
tions are not carried out I will haunt 
you after death. Don’t blame any-of 
my relations here for mydeath. In 
this world I can do no more. Father 
and mother, you must look to the 
next world for any future benefits 
from me.

A QUEER SUICIDE. 
A Massachusetts Man Constructs a 
Gulilletine to Cut off His Own Head. 


The suicide of Stephen M. Pilsbuary, 
Jr., at Chelson, Mass., was wonderful. 
He was a gardener, and his health was 
so bad that he could not, work as much 
as he wished. .Therefore he decided 
to die. is choice of means was a 
guillotine, which -he secretly built in 
his bara, Two joists served for the 
uprights, and he fastened'a solid block 
of wood between their lower ends; 
with a hollow for his neck. A piece 
of plank was arranged to slide between 
the joists. On the lower edge of this 
plank the blade of a broad-axe was se- 
curely fastened, and on the top rested 
fifty pounds of stone in a box, while a 
sort of trigger suspended it six feet 
above the block. To the trigger was 
attached a tin pail, with holes punc- 
tured in its bottom, so that, being 
filled with -water at the outset, it 
would release the axe when a certain 
quantity of the water had leaked out. 
Pilsbury lay with his face downward, 
and directly under his nose was a 
pool of ether. His neck was strapped 
fast. It is supposed that he had experi- 
mented carefully with his ‘ guillotine, 
for it seemed to have worked exactly 
as intended. He was beheaded when 
found, and the following letter was 
near by: ‘I believe that the end of 
my life is vear at hand, and write to 
bid you all good-bye. The step I am 
about to take is, it seems to me, the 
only right one, and [ will not express 
any regrets or make any excuses.”

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Hybrid Fish. 


From the Scientific American. 


At the meeting of the American 
Fish Culture Association in tbis city, 
March 30, Mr R. P. Roosevelt read 
a paper on hybrids, in whieh he said 
that simce the creation of the fish 
hatchery commissicn several attempts 
have been made tocrouss varieties of fish, 
and with success in the following vari- 
eties: Salmon trout with white fish; 
salmon trout with brook trout; brook 
trout with fresh water herring, with 
California salmon, and with California 
mountain trout; sbad with striped 
bass and with herring. Of these 
crosses there are the young,now in the 
hatching-house, of the salmon trout 
brook trout, brook trout California 
salmon, and brook trout California 
brook trout. Itis observable of all 
hybrids that they are usually more 
shy and wild than either of their 
parents, and that in appearance they 
generally favor their larger parent. 
The cross between the brook trout and 
California salmon and the salmon 
trout and. brook trout bid fair to be 
fine fish. " Those now in the hatchery 
are eight inches long.
